Magistrate Leomporra conti¬ 
nued the $350,000 bail set for 
Miss Saxe after she Was arrest¬ 
ed on a downtown street by 
Patrolman Joseph Reid, who 
recognized her from a new 
F.B.I. photograph he was carry¬ 
ing at the time of the arrest. 

Miss Saxe is also one of 
five persons charged' with the 
Sept. 23, 1970, holdup of the 
State Street Tru t Company 
in Boston in which a policeman 
was killed.

Robertffialeri. 21, of Somer¬ 
ville, the fifth person charged, 
was arrested a few hours after 
the $26,000 robbery of a branch 
of the State Street Bank Co. in 
the Brighton section. 

Edmund L. McNamara, Bos¬ 
ton police commissioner, said 
ammunition and military sup¬ 
plies found in Miss Power’s Bos¬ 
ton apartment showed a “posi¬ 
tive link” between the robbery¬ 
slaying and “radical, revolution¬ 
ary campus groups.” 

McNamara’s charge was 
called “completely untrue” by 
Charles I. Schottland, actin 
president of Brandeis. 
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Revolt Link Discounted 

“We have no evidence that 
they were revolutionaries,” he 
said Friday. He said he did not 
know if the three students knew 
one another during their semes¬ 
ter at Brandeis, but said that at 
one time they all worked at the 
student strike information cen¬ 
ter set up at the school during 
protests over the U.S. move into 
Cambodia. 

A spokesman for the Boston 
Police Department said radical 
literature was found in Miss 
Power’s apartment, but did not 
specify what groups were in¬ 
volved. “These kids they change 
organizations like they change 
shirts,” he said. 

Gilday’s daughter Sally, who 
turned 18 on Thursday, the day 
the search for her father began, 
apealed over a local radio sta¬ 
tion for Gilday to give himself 
up. 

3 Served Prison Terms 

Gilday and two of the other 
suspects, Bond and Valeri, 
served terms at Walpole State 
Prison. 

Gilday is a native of nearby 
Amesbury, and his wife and 
daughter live just across the 
state line in Hampton, N.H. 

Roadblocks were maintained 
on the major arteries in the 
area, with about 75 state and 
Boston police on duty, but no 
new leads were reported. Police 
said Gilday last was seen in the 
area Friday about 2 p.m., after 
evading state and local police 
during a wild chase that includ¬ 
ed two kidnapings and three sto¬ 
len cars, plus an exchange of 
gunfire during which one police¬ 
man was slightly wounded. jj|

In Denver, Marjorie Power, 
mother of Kath^MPowar . said 
Friday night that if her daughter 
were involved in the incident, it 
was not “of her own free will.” 

‘(Kathy was just home a week 
ago last Wednesday and had din¬ 
ner with the family,” Mrs. Pow¬ 
er said. She said her daughter 
was “cheerful and happy and 
could hardly wait to return to 
college to get on with her 
studies.” 

Kathy was registered as a sen¬ 
ior at Brandeis this fall. ^ 
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
